Let it l*e 
done. At all events, let the entire vote of his own 
party be cast for him. He has no competitor, to »►© 
sure, but that is nothing. Voting is a wholesome 
discipline, as well as a public duty. 

The Frankfort Yeoman publishes a part of 
Chancellor Logan’s letter declining to select the two 
Police Commissioners, and comments upon it as fol 
lows: 



We think we see in this remarkable document ema- 
nating from one of the leading Know-Nothings of 
Louisville a disposition to attempt, if practicable, a 
nullification of the acts of the Legislature which af- 
fect that city and to set up excuses in advance for a 
continuance of those acts of mob violence that have 
disgusted the people of the balance of the State. 
We trust, however, we may be mistaken; but if we 
are not, wc arc ratber pleased that the Opposition 
should show their hands so soon and so clearly. Gov. 
Magoffin can, and we think will, make the appoint- 
ments, which the K. X. Chancellor refuses to make, 
and we know that he will muke good ones. The 
power in this State has passed forever from the hands 
of the Opposition and the Democracy are equal to 
anv emergency. Perhaps the Opposition of Louis- 
ville may learn yet that the will of the people ex- 
pressed authoritatively through their legal represen- 
tatives is not to be thwarted easily. 

It is unfortunate that our Frankfort contemporary 
cannot look at Louisville except through the great 
green goggles of partizan prejudice. What right 
has it to impute any political motive to Chancellor 
Logan in declining to act under a bill which extends 
bis jurisdiction over the opinions of men on the cur- 
rent topics of National economy? Wherein has that 
worthy jurist exhibited any political proclivities 
since he assumed his judicial scat, and where is the 
Yeoman’s warrant for the daring libel tliat he ex- 
hibits a disposition to attempt a nullification of 
the acts of the Legislature? Is tho Yeoman 
aware of the very grave nature of its allega- 
tion that Chancellor Logan is anxious to pal- 
liate mob violence? Our very amiable friend, the 
State printer, has caught tho infection from the last 
Legislature, and is affiictcd with the lunatic idea 
that Louisville is a city of mob law, and that tho en- 
tire State is disgusted with it. No ono finds fault 
with it except the Democratic leaders and the apos- 
tate Whigs, who, having failed to secure the favor 
of our citizens in their political aspirations, have ex- 
hausted all their venom in efforts to prostrate the 
city. Like the centaur s gift to Dejanira, there is 
d ?uth in all they have proposed for Louisville, though 
it is mendaciously asserted that the city’s good has 
been their only aim. The Yeoman knows full well 
that Chancellor Logan's declination was anticipated 
by the Legislature, and therefore the proviso was 
inserted in the police bill, giving the reversionary 
power of appointment of commissioners to the Gov- 
ernor, who, having signed the bill, can have no 
doubt of its constitutionality, and will therefore ex- 
hibit his skill in the selection of two discreet Demo- 
crats. 

We have no disposition to cavil with l thc Yeoman 
a* to the truth of its assertion tluit “the Democracy 
are equal to any emergency." They are equal to 
anything, and they know how to exorcise their jiower 
In utter disregard of even* consideration but the ad- 
vancement of their party, and are governed by no 
feeling of justice or magnanimity. But wc do dony 
that this Police bill is “the will of the jieople ex- 
pressed authoritatively through their legal represent- 
atives." The bill is the wijl of the Democracy, co- 
erced from the people’s representatives by the most 
slavish and despotic system of caucus dictation ever 
known. It was defeated by an overwhelming ma- 
jority when first introduced, and many Democrats 
indignantly protested against the interference with 
municipal affairs contemplated by withdrawing low- 
ers from the City Council and vesting them in tho 
Governor. But after a vote had been taken, and 
the houe^t, free, and unbiassed opiniou of the major- 
ity tested against all such propositions, then the 
borers from our city would at night open 
their rooms and flood the recusants with champagne. 
The Speaker of the House and his tools would be 
seen visiting those faithful to the integrity of legis- 
lation, and alas, when the next morniug came, the 
miserable sight would be presented, of one member 
moving a reconsideration, and the whole squad fol- 
lowing the lead of Mr. Meriwether, in voting 
just the reverse of their candid judgments on the pre- 
ceding day. We believe there was not a single 
measure, of the entire series directed against Louis- 
ville last winter, which, upon its inception, was not 
defeated by large majorities, but afterwards re-con- 
sidered and carried under the caucus lash and thumb- 
screw. So far, then, sis regards the threat of the 
Yeoman, vague and indistinct though it be, of some 
dire punishment in reserve for us of the doomed city, 
we may retort tliat the Opposition of Louisville 
have yet to learn that the will of the people, ex- 
pressed authoritatively through their legal 
representatives, can be thwarted. Their wishes 
have been conveyed to the Legislature, through 
their legal representatives, and the very fact that 
Mayor Crawford or the President of either branch 
*t>f our Council favored a measure, was enough to 
work its defeat. 

We presume ‘Chancellor Logan will survive tho 
terrible irony of the Yeoman, and we do not see that 
our Councils are urgently called upon to take meas- 
ures to defend the city from any charge of mob vio- 
lence which has disgusted the sensitive nerves of 
the State printer. We promise the whole editorial 
corps of the Yeoman, from Major to minor, safe es- 
cort and careful protection, if business should call 
them to our city. By advising us of such visit, 
through the agency of the telegraph, Chief Hay will 
be at the depot, and during their sojourn here pro- 
tect them from the many dangers which always 
tempt inexperience iq a large city. While here, some 
profitable lessons may be learned and some truths 
impressed upon their minds, and among them will be 
that our Judges are above and beyond partisan in- 
fluences; that our staid city is opposed to all nullifi- 
cation, which is of the bastard brood of Democracy; 
that there is no community iu the Union where mob 
violence is so little known, where life and property 
arc more carefully guarded, and where the pursuit of 
happiness can be followed more uninterruptedly; that 
Oov. Magoffin can appoint just such Police Commis- 
sioners as may suit Ids taste, inclination, or partisan 
objects; and we don’t care the toss of a copper 
whether they are taken from the parlor or the ken- 
nel; and that the determination of the people of Lou- 
isville to vote down Democracy at the polls and to 
relieve themselves, as far as they rightfully can, 
from the effects of last winter's infamous legislation, 
“is not to be thwarted.”

donation* of bind, or both. Thus “II tho important 
premises are soiled and i. now rem.ms to carry ou. 
he details. « e have before expressed he op.mon 
that anv advances made by Congress will he rapully 
reimbursed by mail service and the transportation of 
m-ops and munitions of war, while the donation of 
Alternate sections of land will speedily bring into 
market untold thousands of acres now useless to the 
Government, and which will remain so until a rail- 
roud opens them up to trade and civilization. There 
is no doubt that the exigencies of tho country will 
require two roads, and therefore it is greatly to be 
desired that the bill reported in the .Senate, which 
grants the same » ontracts and lands to a Northern 
and a Southern route, should receive the mature con- 
sideration of the House Committee. What pioneer' 
these works would be in the advance of commerce 
and the settlement of the vast regions along the 
slopes of the Rocky Mountains and in the boundless 
valleys of the Arkansas and Canadian rivers, t ie 
Rio G ramie, the Gila, and the Colorado. What 
tia lance wheels they would prove to the national 
machinery, and what solidity they would give to the 
union ot out Atlantic and Pacific States, "obc- 
Uevctbat the .Southern route will he finished tho 
gooneat, because it oilers commercial advantages to 
the people, while it furnishes rapid conveyances 
for military purposes where they aro most likely to 
be required. The trade with Mexico will be ail im- 
portant acquisition, and at the same time it must lie 
acknowledged tliat of all our neighbors she is the one 
which is the most likely to give us trouble in the 
future. Thus our commercial and our political 
necessities equally demand these railroad improve- 
ments. We do not presume there is a man in the 
country who doubts these necessities, and therefore 
everybody must fullv agree with the Philadelphia 
Bulletin, which says as that want must sooner or 
later l>c supplied, and as the work, when once com- 
pleted and put in operation, will undoubtedly pay a 
good profit upon the investment, the quicker the 
enterprise is begun the better. It can never at any 
future time cost lcsj^to build the road than now, and 
every hour that it is put off involves a loss that is 
incalculable. We lose not merely the gnyit earn- 
ings of the road, which would be immense from the 
vary outset, but the whole country and the world 
must lose what is infinitely more important — the 
benofits that would flow from the accelerated develop- 
ment of a vast tract of fertile territory, and the 
faciliated commerce of all America and \\ estem 
Europe with Asia. 

We have given a hearty endorsement to the Senate 
Bill, which was introduced by .Senator >\ igfall of 
Texas, and we are pleased to find so hearty a re- 
sponse to it from the Philadelphia Bulletin, for it 
undoubtedly represents the views of J. Edgar Thomp- 
son, Esq., the new President of the Southern Pacific 
Company. Our contemporary thinks it meets so satis- 
factorily all the economical and political requirements 
of the case as to deserve the favor of Congress and 
the whole country. And, as it proposes the construe 
tion of a road on both a Northern and Southern route- 
while a middle line has been demonstrated by actual 
survey to bo not only comparatively impracticable 
but twice os expensive to construct as either of the 
proposed lines, both of which will be needed before 
they can bo completed— the project submitted to the 
Senate happily composes all sectional jealousies res- 
pecting the subject, while it will secure two great 
iron highways, costing no more than one central road 
would cost, and which, by a connecting link, running 
along the coast, will unite our entire Pacific posses- 
sions from San Juan de Fuea to San Diego, with the 
Atlantic States. There is another advantage in ad- 
dition to these important geographical and financial 
conditions of the bill, which is pointed out bv our 
Philadelphia contemporary, as avoiding an objection 
to which all previous bills for the same general ob 
ject were obnoxious, by providing tliat the means to 
be furnished for building the road shall be entrusted 
to gentlemen, not only of approved integrity, but 
who are honorably distinguished on this and the other 
side of the ocean for their thorough experience in 
railroad matters and their singular skill and success 
in their management. They arc men, in a word, to 
whom thf Government and the people may commit 
the funds required to construct the Pacific railway 
with full assurance tliat they will be most honestly 
and beneficially applied. 

Our readers arc conversant with the provisions of 
this bill, for we published it at length when it was 
first introduced, and all mu9t agree that under them 
the Government will obtain everything that it needs 
at as small a cost as could possibly be expected. The 
Companies securing the grants are obligated to coin 
pletc their roads in fifteen years, but we have not a 
doubt that the road through Texas and Arizona will 
be finished in lialf that period. In every point of 
view that this subject can be regarded, it is the com- 
manding and overshadowing enterprise of the age. 
Politically considered, it will be the rivet to bind 
together tho extreme sections of the Union; socially, 
it will carry the plough, the common schools, and 
the humanizing influences of religion into now path- 
less wild*»-ueeses; commercially, it will form a new 
highway for the countless products of the Asiatic 
main and islands, anil make our country the coromou 
carrier of the world's richest trade; philunthropically, 
it will open civilization to the Indian tribes now scat- 
tered over our vast domain, ami reduce them to lives 
of usefulness, while in every aspect of a financial 
character, it must realize the most sanguine expec- 
tations of those statesmen who have projected it, anil 
the capitalists who have embarked their means in it.

A Doddle Murder.— T he Clarksville Chronicle 
gives the particulars of a most revolting case of dou- 
ble murder which occurred on Monday last in Chris- 
tian county, Ky., about ten miles from Clarksville.

Thereupon Bowles 
went away and returned with a double barreled gun, 
loaded with buckshot, renewed the subject, and, as 
Broadbent arose to his feet, shot him dead on the 
spot. Hinsley then said something about Bowles 
having done wrong, when the latter made demon- 
strations which induced Hinsley to run into the shop, 
which Bowles entered by the opposite door and pre- 
sented his gun, w hich Hinsley seized and depressed 
so tliat when it fired the load entered his thigh in- 
stead of his breast. Uinslcv has since died, and 
Bow'les lias escaped.

^yWherc sliall the convention of the Democracy 
meet? That is the important question of tho sea- 
son. We had always imagined that Charleston in 
April was a perfect garden; that strawberries grew 
between the copplc stones of the streets, and green

They have to 
send to New York for their beef and pay twenty-five 
cents a pound for it; and we are told that the city is 
mainly dependent upon the North for its daily 
provender. Under these circumstances, we are not

Xdmund Ruffin, of Virginia, has procured fifteen of 
thepikea that old Brown had at Harper's Ferry, 
and proposes to jendone to the Legislature of each 
Southern State, labelled "Sample of the favors de- 
mgnei for ut by our Northern brethren.” W’c presume 
our Legislature at F rankfori adjourned so soon that 
Kentucky haa not yet got her pike. We respect- 
fully suggest to Gov. Magoffin that he call an extra 
session immediately, aa Kentucky caunot possibly be 
expected to wait patiently for the pike two whole 
years. If his Excellency hesitate in the matter, 
public sentiment should come up in one general and 
commingled roar from popular meetings in all the 
counties of the StAte.

been arrested. 

Boston, March 16. 

The strikers of Lunn made a great turnout in pro- 
cession to-dav, numbering over 6,000. The s(*eeta- 
tors were double that number. Several hundred ban- 
ner* were Iniriie by the strikers, l»oth male and fe- 
male, and the city was decorated in many places 
wit h flags and st reamers. The procession comprised, 
beside all the strikers of Lynn, several military and 
fire companies with bands of music, and delegations 
of ladies from Swampacott, Marblehead, Danvers, 
Saugus, Reading, Stoneham, YVohurn. Beverly, Sa- 
lem, and other (daces. The weather was delightful, 
ami the proceedings were very gratifying to the par- 
ticipators. 

Savannah, March 17. 

On Monday night last the steamer S. M. Manning 
for Hnwkinsville, on the Ocmulgee river exploded.

IMPORTANT AND INTERESTING FROM MEXICO. 

By the Htur of the West we have lato ahd import- 
ant news from Mexico.

(*en. Miramon made his first appearance before 
Y r era Cruz on the 29th. He is accompanied by some 
5.000 men and a numerous train of artillery. He 
encamped about four miles from tho city. Ills head- 
quarters were some five miles distant. 

L’n to the 3d, when Lieut. Carter left, no attack 
had been made npon the city, aor had there been 
any step taken towards planting a battery. The 
General and his suite, howefer, had mado their ap- 
pearance several times on the sand hills above the 
city, apparently to survey it. 

Conspiracy Discovered— Flight of the People . — In 
the city of Vora Crux, long before declared in a state 
of siege, martial law had been proclaimed. Tha gar- 
rison slept nightly upon their arms In tho public pla- 
za. 1 he people, men, women, aud children, had lied 
iu every direction — to Mcdelia, Tlacptalpin. Tu*pau, 
aud all along the coast in the interior, whithersoever 
each family thought best. Only the soldiery and 
those who wished to take part iu tho defense of the 
city were left. They numbered some 3,000 to 4,000 
men, and were in the best of spirits. 

The city was well supplied with arms am! ammu- 
nition. and everything in the best stale of defense. 
Gen. Iglotdas whs in command, with Gen. Aiapudia 
as Chief of Artillery, assisted by Cols. Zerega, Lane, 
and others.

The arrangements of the Associated Press for ob- 
taining foreign news at Capo Race the ensuing sea- 
son arc nearly completed, and will probably be in 
operation aliout the middle of April. 

1 The steamship Vanderbilt, which leaves here on 
Saturday afternoon, will leave Southampton April 
18tb, and will lie the first ship to deliver news. She 
w ill bring the result of the lieenanand Sayers fight, 
which will be telegraphed from Cape Race to all 
parts of the country.

The steamships Glasgow and New York sailed to- 
dav for Europe; the former with ninety passengers, 
and the latter with one hundred and fifty passengers 
and $142,000 in specie.

Miramon to plant a battery anywhere within three 
miles of tho city, oil that side, if the men remain 
faithful. 

And here, to go back a little, wc may remark that 
a conspiracy was discovered in the city on the 16th. 
At the head of it was Lieut. Col. Vivaldo, who com- 
manded one of the principal forts on the southern side 
cf the city. This fort waa to be blown up on Mira- 
mon s approach, and on that he was to enter the city 
under the protection of batteries to be erected l>e- 
tween the gulf and the cemetery. Vivaldo 'a princi- 
pal fellow -conspirators were Lieut. Col. Olaquivcl 
and Capt. Joaauin Gomez. How many were in the 
secret is not fully known. Some thirty were arrested 
and banished from the city. Most of them were 
shipped on the Spanish steamer Mexico. The head 
of tne conspiracy was condemned to four yoars' im- 
prisonment. YVhy he waa not shot we are not 
informed. 

Abandonment of Alvarado . — On the approach of 
Miramon the city of Alvarado was abandoned and the 
fort dismantled. The stores, ammunition, &c., 
were all taken up to Y era Cruz. This step was taken 
liecause of the lielief that liotb places could uot be 
successfully defended. Of the (teople of the aban- 
doned city we have no intelligence. YVe presume, 
however, that at Y'era Cruz there was a general 
flight. 

Havana Co-operating Expedition . — The expedition 
which sailed from Havana on the 26th, as before 
stated, was last beard from at Sisal. The mail 
steamer Mexico left it there on the 1st. The expe- 
dition whs under the command of Gen. Murin. It 
sailed from Havana under Spanish colon*, but raised 
the Mexican flag when it got outside. 

Gen. Marin sent back to Havana letters by the 
Mexico. So far as know 11 his (duns were to attempt 
landing somewhere on the lower coast, at or near 
the mouth of the Mcdelin river, whence he could 
easily communicate with Miramon ’s camp, lie 
would not go into Sacriticios. 

(ten. Marin had on board a large quantity of am- 
munition, stores, and provisions; also twelve twenty- 
four pounders. It was believed that several other 
vessels had sailed from Havana on the same mission. 

A well laden schooner is known to have sailed on the 
16th. 

In the meant imo tlie Government at Y’era Cruz 
was on the lookout for this expedition. A battery 
had l»een planted at the mouth of the Medelin river, 
nd si x or seven gunboats were stationed all along 
down the coast to intercept it. These gunboats are 
schooner rigged and carry oach a sixty -four pound 
gun. 

The S tea Dish tp Indianola . — The steamship Indian- 
ola Cant. Flanders, arrived out at Y’era Cruz on the 
20th. ?>he was greeted with the warmest enthusi- 
asm. Ah well kuowu, she carried down a large Quan- 
tity of stores aud ammunition. She has entered into 
an engagement with tho Juarez Government, and 
will not return till the result of the expedition is 
known. She had been properly mounted, and would 
tow the gunlmats into action, in case the Marin ex- 
pedition was intercepted. Gen. Goicouria remains 
ith her. 

Bar Ye*#l * at Vera Cruz . — There were three U. 

1. vessels at Y'era Cruz, the Savannah, Capt. Jarvis; 
Sira toga, Capt. Turner, aud the ITeblo, late arrived 
from Aspinwall. 

Of English vessels there was but one, the screw 
stoamer Valorous, and but 011c Frenchman, a brig. 
There were also two Spanish vessels in port. Two 
others, frigates, soiled from Havana but a few days 
ago. 

The American vessels were anchored under the 
castle, directly before tho town. The rest arc at 
Sacrincios. 

Mission to Miramon . — Immediately upon the arri- 
al of Miramon liefore the city, Capt. Auldman, of 
Valorous, the French commander, and others, visited 
him at his camp to ascertain his intentions in refer- 
ence to the property and citizens under their protec- 
tion. The result of the interview is not known. 

Capt. Turner, of the Saratoga, had al.so gone up 
to the camp with the same object on behalf of Ameri- 
can citizens. He had not returned when Lieutenant 
Carter left. 

Action of the U. 8, Offers.— C-*pt. Jarvis, of the 
sloop-ol-war Savannah,* was the senior U. S. officer 
at Vera Cruz. Between him, however, and the 
other office!* and whole squadron, indeed, there was 
a general agreement iu opinion. 

If Miramon does not give full aud sufficient guar- 
antees for the protection of American citizens and 
property and the American flag, marines will be 
landed.* The Savannah can spare some 250, the 
Saratoga 150. and the Preble 120 — upwards of 500 
in all, and all armed with the minie rifle. 

The Lilieralsand American citizens generally w-erc 
pressing Capt. Jarvis very strongly to capture the 
Havana expedition. He had not, however, decided 
to do so when the Teviot left. 

Rtsult of the Expedition. — Lieut. Carter expresses 
the confident opinion that Y’era Cruz in any case will 
make a successful defence. He does not think, in- 
deed, that Miramon w-ill risk an attack of the city or 
I «van plant a liattarr. Alvarado is now open to him, 
and that gives him a gulf port, lie will l»e content 
with that and return to take care of his interests in 
Mexico. 

Our Havana exchanges, however, are confident in 
the opinion that Miramon will take the city. The 
Dinrlo savs it has private advices that the expedition 
numbers 6, 0(X) to 8.1MM) men, ami that it Ls very 
strongly supported bv artillery. 

Dispatches for Washington . — Lieutenant Carter 
brought up dispatches for the Departments at YVash- 
ington, which w ere sent on from Havana by the Mo- 
ses Tavlor. and have doubtless ere this reached the 
capital. The gentlemen of tho legation and Consu- 
late were ull in good health and full of confidence, as 
also the American citizens generally. But little 
property had bocu placed under thelf protection. 

The Canos Trade. — U pw-ards of 500,000 work- 
ers are now employed in our cotton factories, and it 
has been estimated that at least 40,000 persons in 
this country are dependent upon the cotton trade 
for subsistence. A Centura- ago Lancashire con 
tnined a population of only *300, 000 persons; it now- 
numbers 2,300,000. In the same period of time this 
enormous increase exceeils tlrnt on any other equal 
surface of the glol>c, and is entirely owing to the 
development of the cotton trade. In 1856 there 
were in the United Kingdom 2,210 factories running 
28,000,000 spindles and 229,000 looms, by 97,000 
horse power* Since that peroid a considerable 
number of new mills have been erec ted and extensive 
additions have been made to the spinning and 
woaving machinery of those previously in existence. 
The amount of actual capital invested in the cotton 
trade of this kingdom is estimated to be between 
£60.000,000 and £70,000,000 sterling. 

Tlie quantity of cotton imported into this country 
in 1859 was 1,181% million pounds weight, the value 
of which, at 6d per lb, is equal to £30, 000, 000. Out

Fire at tiik St. Charles Hotel — Shocking 
Casualty . — Shortly after 12 o’clock vesterdav the 
town was startled by the news that the St. Charles 
Hotel waa on tire. Such proved to be the fact. The 
fire was in the store-room of tlie hotel, in the base- 
ment, fronting on Gravier street. The timely arri- 
val of the firemen, however, prevented the flames 
from getting outside the store -room, or doing very 
much damage to the groceries and liquors there 
stored. The lire, when arrested, had just got through 
the wooden ceiling of the room, and a few minutes 
later would have bcon up through the dining-room 
floor of the hotel. 

The fire originated In an accident by which one 
man loot hie life and another man and a boy were 
so badly injured aa to render their recovery doubt 
ful. These were Robert Smith, partner in the firm 
of Messrs. Holloway &. Co., of Camp street, John 
Koekelly, and a boy named Jerry Murphy. They 
were at w-ork at the gasometer oft he hotel’ which is 
in a corner of tho rear of the store-room, midway be- 
tween the floor and the ceiling. They were attach- 
ing to the gas works some sort of new economizing 
invention, in which naptha, a very inflammable sub 
stance, is used. How the naptha caught we were 
unable to discover, but at the hotel it is stated that 
the combustion of this substance, spreading the flame 
w ith almost explosive force, was what did the dam 
age. 

The two meu and the boy had their retreat by the 
rear cut off, and conld not escape by the front, as the 
door was closed and locked. When the front door 
was forced open, one of the sufferers ran oat and fell 
in the gutter, a sight shocking to behold. As soon 
as the flames were auenccd, the bodies of 
victims were found lying on the floor, their clothes 
burnt, their hair burnt off, and their fle h literally 
roasted. All were uTapped in blankets aud taken to 
the hospital. Koskelly soon died, bmith survived 
up to last evening, but his life w as despaired of. The 
boy, least burnt of the three, may possibly recover.

Th# entire 
force, including ^he Gulf squadron, number al*>ut 14 
steam and sailing vofMjla in all classes, with crews 
thoroughly skilled in tho different branches of mili- 
tary and naval warfare.

It must be remembered that the Gulf squadron is 
only a section of the home squadron. Under the 
command of Commodore McCluney, a detachment of 
marines wero sent on board of the Brooklyn on Sat 
unlay from tbe Brooklyn Marino Barracks. Another 
batch of workmen were discharged from the uav\ 
yard on Saturday last. There are not more than 250 
men at work in tho yard at present. There arc four 
vessels-of-war soon expected at this port, two from 
Brazil, one from the coast of Africa, and tho steam- 
ship Roanoke from Aspinwall, with the Japanese 
Commissioners on boAbd. 

An English scientific paper says, that In 
Itead of rivetting sheets of iron tegether, (the plan 
bow in general use to mako boilors,) a new proce*- 
has been successfully applied by uniting the sheet, 
and slabs of iron together in one complete mass \ 
welding. A boiler upon this principle has been 
made in Woolwich dock yard without a single 
ram or rivet, and is of cylindrical shape, 4 feet il 
diameter, 8 feet long, with an internal tub. 
two feet two Inches in diameter, and bell 
mouthed at • the front, increasing to a D 
form, 3 f« ot ® inches at the fire-box, from 
which small tubes of 1% inches diameter proceed to 
the end of the boiler. The whole has been aeverel) 
tested and proved to 180 lbs. on the square inch. 
The form of the boiler was selected as a test of the 
possibility of accomplishing the process, which ap- 
pears to be now no longer disputable, and which it 
Is stated is equally applicable in tbe construction 
of heavy ordance. Deck beams for the steam rams 
now in course of construction for the British Navy, 
were being made by this process. 

d^rPrcparations are being made abroad fora grande 
reunion of scientific men from all parts of the world, 
to take place in tho month of August, and it is un- 
derstood that, in uddition to many of the continental 
online, very many of the scientific men of Great 
Britain and this country have enrolled their names, 
It is intended that tbe meeting shall be hold annu- 
ally in one of the capitals of tho world. By the co 
operation of the potentates of tho various countries of 
Europe, Asia, and America, tho arrangements re- 
garding traveling will be such as hardly to debar, as 
is often tho case, tbe poorer follower of science from 
mingling in the brilliant throng of tho aristocracy of 
intellect, it being one of the principal aims of the 
congress that the firing young men of the day should 
be by that means introduced to public notice and to 
tho great masters of science— drawing out from their 
obscurity in the nooks and corners of the world the 
Llnnauses, Cuviers, New tons, Koenigs, Owens. Mur 
chisons, or Browns. Tbe chairman pro tempore is 
the celebrated Professor Simpson, of Edinburgh. 

iJSTA medal, modelled from a design furnished by 
Mr. Lcutze, at tho order of tho State Department, 
has recently been executed and submitted to the 
Department for approval. It ia designed fora modal 
to be used in recognition by our Government, of ser- 
vices rendered in saving the lives of shipwrecked 
mariners. The obverse of Ihe medal represents a 
sailor bearing in his arms tbo*body of another sudor; 
a beacon on an overhanging cliff; the shattered top- 
mast of a wrecked ship, and tho waves dashing 
against the rock on which the groupe is placed, euffi- 
ciontly indicate the purposes for w hich the medal is 
to l»e used. A scroll ovorhead is intended to bear 
the explanatory legend. The dorign is an extremely 
beautiful one. 

At the funeral of a child at Acapulco, Mexico, the 
body was dressed magnificently, crowned with roses, 
and the table upon which it waa laid was covered 
with flowers. The table was carried through the 
B.reeta with the child on it; three or four men and 
boys walked in front firing rockots, and the military 
band followed, playing tho gayest music. Regard- 
ing the death of children as merely their transition 
to an angelic existence, such an event among the- 
people is an occasion of rejoicing, rather than mourn- 
ing. 

<4TTbe Btuuenta (f Harvard University, near 
Bost>n, are systematically engaged in tbe develop- 
ment of tbeir physical mu-cles. The Springfield 
Bsp blican thinks that this will have a tendency to 
prevent them from engaging in rows and mischief, 
but we have sometimes observed in regard to young 
men, that, the more muscle they bare, the mere apt 
thev are to seek all sorts of occasions for using it. 
Howarer, let tho muscles be developed by all 
mean . 

Sbs Judicata. — I n the application lately made by 
Vie Supreme Court of Wisconsin, for a writ of habeas 
corpus to relieve Mr. Booth from a writ issued by the 
Federal court upon a decree grow ing out of a rescue 
under the Fugitive Slave Law, on which application 
the naked qnestion of the unconstitutionally of that 
law was raised, Chief Justice Dixon, of Wisconsin 
Supreme Court, in his decision denying such writ of 
halxsus corpus said: 

Nor do I wish to bo understood as saving that, in 
my individual opinion, the Fugitive Slave Law is 
constitutional in all its points. But that court (Su- 

f ireme Court of tho United States) has passed upon 
t; in my opinion, it was a proper subject for its ac- 
action. and are bound to regard its decision. If this 
was an entirely a new question — if it had not been, 
as I think, constitutionally adjudicated bv the tribu- 
nals of highest authority — I should unhesitatingly 
decide the act unconstitutional. The arguments 
against it mado by this court and elsewhere, are to 
my mind as matter of logic, conclusive. 

(9* The Senate of the United States has received 
from the State Department statements of the num- 
ber, sex, age, and occupation of passengers coming 
to the United States by sea, from foreign countries, 
during the year euding Dec. 31st, 1859, together 
with the country' in which they were born, and tho 
place in which they mean to reside. Tho total num- 
ber of arrivals was 155,302; died on the voyage 207. 
The number of males was 96,078, of females 58,743. 
The number landed at Now York was 113,270, at 
Boston 12,379, Detroit 1,677, Philadelphia 3,786, 
Baltimore 3,762, Charleston 1,161, New Orleans 
11,322, San Francisco 4,254. Of the emigrants 
13,826 were from England, 35,216 from Ireland, 
2,293 from Scotland, 9,712 from “Great Britain,” 
4,lt>3 from British America, 39,315 from Germany, 
2,469 from Prussia, 1,091 from Norway and Sweden, 
8,457 from China, 1 from Greece, 4 from Central 
America, 2 from tho East Indies, 4 from the Sand- 
wich Islands.

•ud served well for winter evening sociality, but on 
the approach of wanner weather a cooler substitute 
was needed. In this dilemma Burton suggested the 
use of ice instead of hot water, and Dickey was 
called upon to try his hand at the new decoction. 
The result was a vinous coup d'etat, and the coterie 
of bibulous wits were required to name tho new nec- 
tar. Burton at once suggested that as Dickev had 
in his own country established his fame and fortune 
as a cobbler, the name should be applied to his last 
“job;” and forthwith the christening waa consumma- 
ted in “Sherry Cobblers” all around for the party.

lighthouse, where there might be a chance of saving 
the passenger*, but in naming for it the violence or 
the gale and heavy sea drove her on the rock, where 
her destruction followed. The coast Is strewn with 
the wreck.

489. On April 30, 1859, Boston had £ debt of $8,954,- 
649 77. Of the funded debt of New York the Com- 
missioners of the Sinking Fund hold #4,714,842. 

The operations for raising the Atlantic cable will 
be commenced, probably, in May, at Newfoundland, 
it being believed that the fault lies within three or 
four miles of this coast, and the expense will not ex- 
ceed $10,000, which would be amply covered by the 
recovery' of even a portion of the cable. The second 
fault is believed to lie situated at a distance of not 
more than 180 or 200 miles (length of cable) from 
Valencia, insteud of 270 miles, as previously sup- 
p «ed. The actual distance from the shore to tie 
point in question is presumed to be only al>out 160 
miles. It is proposed to manufacture a new cable 
about one huudred miles long, aud to splico it on to 
tho part whore the main fault exists, previously 
ascertaining that a perfect communication exists with 
I the shore. Even should tho expedif ion not exceed 
in Us main object of making the cable speak again, 
a large quantity of the old cable inav be recovered. 

There is now residing in Elmira an old lady 
named Mrs. Hannah Webber, who reached her 
twenty-fifth birth-day on Wednesday Of week bo 
fore last, and yet is one hundred years old! This 
remarkable circumstance is attributable to tho fact 
that she was born on February 29th, 1760, and as 
that was leap year there have been but twenty five 
recurrences of that day from the time of her birth 
to the present time. Mrs. Webber receives an an- 
nual pension of $97 from tho government — her 
husband having taken an active part in the Revo- 
lutionary war 

[From the Boston Traveller.) 

Thb European Nbws. — T he intelligence from 
Europe received by the last two steam- packets in- 
volves European politics in new complications, and 
it now appears that there is no prospect of any 
speedy settlement of tho continental troubles. Ap- 
parently the Emperor of France is vascillatingin his 
views and purposes regarding tho all absorbing 
Italian and Papal questions, though it is probable 
he has only one object in view, the aggrandizement 
of Franoe, and considers his own hand in the game 
a good and safe one, however it may be with all the 
others who are playing around him. Hence his 
temporizing and delaying policy. He is acting on 
the ideas which he inculcated in the outset of his ca- 
reer, that the plans of the first Napoleon were 
right, but he was too hasty in seeking thoiraocoin 
plisbmont, and attempted to accomplish in one 
year what could not well and safely be done in less 
than ten years. In this estimate the third Napo- 
leon was no doubt correct, and the slow process 
would be sure and safe if a shrewd man could live 
long enough to see tho fruition of all his deep-laid 
schemes. 

A shrewd and miserly capitalist would, if lie could 
live forever, obtain possession of all the wealth of the 
world; ho might even do this if his years could be 

E rotracted to those of Methuselah, but when all that 
e can do is limited to a few' brief years, the deepest 
laid plans for the future avail but little, and those 
that cornu after him, know not how to tread iu his 
footsteps, and are unable to carry out the design* 
carefully prepared. 

Tbe London Times indulges in severe sarcasm upon 
the conduct of the French Emperor, and says — 
“lookers-on are beginning to think that the great re- 
constructor of the map of Europe is less like a man 
who knows his geography than like a boy with a 
puzzle map trying at haphazard one piece* against 
anothor, and trusting chance to help him to a possi- 
ble combination.” 

The Times goes on to say: 

“The whole question is’ again thrown into chaos, 
and we ure again set to try new combinations. All 
Italy has been long waiting for fome declaration of 
what its destiny is to be. The oracle, however, can- 
not make up its own mind. A word of permission 
would have fixed all the States of Italy in one co- 
herent mass, and ever and anon that word has beeu 
half spoken and hastily retracted. We are aston- 
ished at such shifting counsels w here wc had been 
accustomed to such prompt resolves. Does our great 
ally doubt the sincerity of Austria’s expressions of 
humiliation — does he dread that her attitude of suf- 
ferance is only a pretence, and that be may have to 
fight another Solferino if be make himself the pro- 
tector of a United Italy? Or is that earlv notion of 
a kingdom of Etruria recurring to his mind? No one 
can tell. A11 we arc allowed to know is that, while 
the Italians are impatiently awaiting the permission 
to unite, another and an entirely different scheme is 
sent down to amuse or to distract them.” 

The Times doubtless better understands the ques- 
tion than it would havo us believe. There is no 
doubt that the new movement of the Emperor is 
caused by the obstacles whioh England and the 
other powers are* disposed to throw in the way of 
tho annexation of Savoy and Nice to Franco, and 
by tho demonstrations made towards an alliance 
botween Russia and Austria. 

The opinion is fast gaining ground that another 
and a more extensive war than that between 
Franoe and Austria will ho required before the po- 
litical complications of Europecan be adjusted, and 
among the wisest and best informed politicians it 
is considered only a question of time when thi9 will 
happen. 

It is difficult to tell how far the question of the 
Papacy enters into these political troubles. Doubt- 
less the dangers of an outbreak of the ignorant 
populace upon this subject are vastly loss than in 
past ages, but they are still by no means inconsid- 
orable, and no sovereign in Europe can safely ven- 
ture to break with the Pope and ignoro his ecclesi- 
astical authority, until he is prepared to offer to 
the people a new and well-digested form of relig- 
ion for the superstitions in which they are involved. 

Practical Amaloi.mation.— T he Hartford Times 
of Tuesday evening tells of an interesting couple 
which left that city on Monday for New York. It

Upon 
learning this, the lady’s friends, knowing that she 
claimed to have received a spirit communication 
from her husband in the spirit -world, sanctioning 
the vile arrangement, at once resolved to prevent it 
by establishing the fact that she was “insane;” and 
she was last week placed under Dr. Butler's care at 
tho Retreat. No sufficient authority being shown 
the doctor for her detention, they hud to take her 
back. Last evening however, sbe'was brought back 
with certificates of three Bridgeport physicians that 
she was insane. This morning the negro, her hus- 
band appeared at the Retreat to claim her, aud Dr. 
Butler decided that he could not detain her at the 
Retreat for want of authority, and the negro sailed 
off with her in triumph. Her insanity appears to be 
extremely doubtful. She is quite handsome, if not 
beautiful, while her husband is of ebony blackness.
